GREAT Britain’s Olympians 
and Paralympians - including 
Aldridge’s Ellie Simmonds - took 
to the streets on Monday, to cel¬ 
ebrate their record-breaking per¬ 
formances at the Rio games. 

An excited Ellie, aged 21, kept 
fans up to date via her Twitter ac¬ 
count, posting pictures. 

The swimmer had tweeted that 
she was ‘very excited for the next 
two days’ - referring to the Mon¬ 
day parade in Manchester and 
Tuesday’s march through Trafal¬ 
gar Square. 

She later tweeted: “It’s raining 
but we are still smiling @Sam- 


sungUK #SamsungGB360 #GB- 
HeroesMCR.” 

The region’s most successful 
Paralympian was celebrating tak¬ 
ing home the sixth gold medal of 
her career in this year’s Rio games. 
She made her Olympic debut aged 
just 13 in 2008 at Beijing but made 
her name in London in 2012 when 
she smashed two world records, 
one by five seconds, on her way to 
capturing two golds. 

She has both an MBE and an 
OBE and a postbox painted gold 
in Aldridge in her honour. 

Before the parade, the day had 
been labelled ‘a celebration fit for 


heroes’ by Prime Minister The¬ 
resa May. 

Stars including Jessica En- 
nis-Hill, Dame Sarah Storey, 
an honorary graduate of Wol¬ 
verhampton University, Max 
Whitlock, Jade Jones and Nicola 
Adams were among the athletes 
attending the parade, which acted 
as an official homecoming event 
for the heroic athletes. 

Other representatives from 
the region in the Paralympics 
included Halesowen’s Jordanne 
Whiley, Walsall’s Ryan Cockbill, 
Wolverhampton’s Kyle Marsh and 
Stourbridge’s Richard Davies. 


PLAYGROUP TOLD 
IT MUST IMPROVE 


A WALSALL playgroup has been rated as ‘inad¬ 
equate’ by the education watchdog. Ofsted has 
now demanded that Park Hall Playgroup bosses 
make improvements to the facility in Falmouth 
Road following an inspection. 

Inspectors said staff did not know what to do if they had con¬ 
cerns about a child’s safety, and that the quality of teaching 
was ‘weak’, with youngsters not being taught new words. 


The playgroup has gone from an 
overall rating of ‘good’ to the worst 
ranking of ‘inadequate’. Inspectors 
said leadership, quality of teaching, 
outcomes for children, and personal 
development were also ‘inadequate’. 

Ofsted’s Trisha Turney, who in¬ 
spected the nursery in September, 
said: “Safeguarding is not effective. 
Although staff are able to identify 
signs and symptoms of abuse, they 
are unsure of the procedures to follow 
if they do have concerns about chil¬ 
dren’s welfare. 

Inconsistent 

“The safeguarding policy is not suf¬ 
ficient as it does not include any guid¬ 
ance to follow in respect of reporting 
child protection concerns. Procedures 
for reporting allegations against staff 
are inaccurate. Teaching does not 
meet children’s needs. 

“Observations are not carried out 
regularly and assessments are in¬ 
consistent. This means that there is 
a lack of accurate information that 
can be used to help children build 
on what they already know. Conse¬ 
quently, there is little evidence of how 
information from observations is used 
to plan and provide a suitable range 
of experiences for all children. Staff 
speak kindly with the children. How¬ 
ever, conversation is not used well to 
extend children’s learning.”

However, the report noted that 
children are ‘generally happy’ and re¬ 
ceive plenty of opportunities for fresh 
air and exercise. This is on top of the 
playgroup regularly speaking to the 
children’s parents about their care. 

Nevertheless the playgroup, which 
cares for up to 24 children, has been 
told that its children are not develop¬ 
ing ‘all of the key skills’ necessary to 
move onto primary school. 

Barbara McCracken, the commu¬ 
nity manager at Park Hall association 
which runs the playgroup, said: “The 
committee and the association take 
the findings very seriously indeed and 
we are working with Walsall Council’s 
early years team and support group to 
address the issues. Everybody is work¬ 
ing together in the most positive way 
to address the issues of concern and 
improve the situation for the children 
who use the playgroup.”

Praise for action 
to tackle travellers 

AN MP has praised Walsall Council for in¬ 
troducing new measures to tackle travel¬ 
lers in the borough. 

The authority is one of just three across 
the country to be 
granted a court injunc¬ 
tion giving them greater 
powers to remove travel¬ 
lers. The first successful 
case of the injunction 
being used happened 
last week, when a group 
of travellers pitched 
up 14 tents on Delves 
Green Common. 

Due to the council’s new powers, they 
were removed within 24 hours, as opposed 
to three or four days as would have been 
the case in the past. 

David Winnick, MP for Walsall North, 
said: “I am pleased that it looks like this 
injunction is going to be a success. Any 
action taken to prevent residents from 
coming to harm is a good thing. 

Restraining 

“There is always bound to be anxiety 
amongst residents when an illegal camp 
is set up so hopefully Walsall Council will 
continue to use their new powers.” 

The council focused its application for 
an injunction restraining people from set¬ 
ting up encampments on12 named sites 
as they had, in recent times, been most 
heavily affected. They were the areas in 
which the local residents and businesses 
had been disturbed by unauthorised en¬ 
campments. 

Two of them are owned in part by Walsall 
and Sandwell councils who have joined to¬ 
gether to obtain the injunction which cov¬ 
ers the entirety of these sites.

Ex-police station 
on market for £1m 

THE former Walsall Police Station building 
has been put up for sale for £1 million. 

West Midlands Police announced they 
were closing the Green Lane site along 
with 26 others after a year-long review.

HUNDREDS of pounds was raised in a 
football tournament held in memory of 
a much-loved man who died of cancer.

Ten teams of six players came to¬ 
gether at the old pitches for a game of 
football in remembrance. And it raised 
£670 for Cancer Research UK in the 
process. Lucie Farmer, who was secre¬ 


tary at Harrisons FC, said: “We first or¬ 
ganised as a kick-about to raise money 
for Cancer Research but because John 
Brotherton passed away it ended up 
being a tournament for him. 

“He was a much-loved man by the 
lads playing and very passionate about 
what he did. He was always there sort¬ 
ing the changing rooms, doing the lines 
and putting the kit out. 

“All of the lads played four matches 
each and eventually there was a final. 
Lots of family and friends came along 
and it went really well.” 


In addition to the £670 raised, John’s 
son Tom Brotherton, who was part 
of the Johnny’s Boys team, has raised 
£2,500 via a Just Giving page. 

He said on his fundraising page: “My 
dad loved his football especially helping 
out with Harrisons FC in Great Wyrley.

Council at 'breaking 
point' as cuts loom 


WALSALL Council has hit 
‘breaking point’ as it prepares 
for drastic cuts which could see 
The New Art Gallery, museums, 
libraries and youth services axed 
to save £86 million. 

The bleak revelations come as the 
council’s Labour leader of the coun¬ 
cil Sean Coughlan said ‘public servic¬ 
es are at the point of breaking right 
across Walsall’ and ‘no service is safe’. 

Councillor Coughlan also refused to rule 
out cutting hundreds of council jobs and 
calling for a referendum to raise council 
tax by more than 3.99 per cent. 

He was speaking at a press conference 
at Walsall council in which he revealed the 
council is looking to save £86m in the next 
four years, including £31m for the next fi¬ 
nancial year. 

The exact details of what cuts will be put 
forward have not yet been finalised. 

But among the savings being lined up 
include closure of The New Art Gallery, 
which was opened by the Queen in 2000 at 
a cost of £21m to the public purse. Adult 
social care and children’s services are ex¬ 
pected to receive the biggest funding hit. 

Shrunk 

Councillor Coughlan said: “If we con¬ 
tinue with these austerity measures then 
in four years time we will be left with one 
library, no youth service, no art gallery and 
no performing arts centre. Public services 
are at the point of breaking right across 
Walsall. No service is safe. It has not been 
an easy process but everything is on the 
table.” 

Walsall Council has shrunk from 5,000 
employees to 3,500 since 2010 and Coun¬ 
cillor Coughlan did not rule out hundreds 
more going in the next four years. 

The leader also admitted that in an 
‘ideal world’ residents would agree to a 
referendum to raise council tax by more 
than 3.99 per cent. Councillor Coughlan 
said: “I would hope that people realise that 
the only way to preserve services is to pay 
more. That is the reality, that is where we 
stand.” 

He estimated that council tax would 
have to rise by some 30 per cent to protect 
all the services, but accepted that residents 
would never agree to this.

“During the past four years the 


scale and shape of our development 
programme activity has increased 
significantly from 60 homes on site 
in late 2012 to over 900 homes on 
site currently. 

Cardan Pointe’s nomination for 
Development of the Year is well 
deserved recognition for the whole 
team and their achievements over 
the past four years.”

Travellers 
soon moved 
on following 
use of powers 

TRAVELLERS were kicked off a site in 
Walsall in just 24 hours, under new pow¬ 
ers to take robust action against illegal 
camps. 

A court injunction granting Walsall 
Council greater powers to remove trav¬ 
ellers from sites across the borough in 
just 24 hours was recently granted. 

The council is just the third local au¬ 
thority in the country to successfully ob¬ 
tain an injunction from the county court 
and now has increased powers to restrict 
the setting up of encampments or anti 
social behaviour at 12 specific sites, in¬ 
cluding Delves Green Common, which 
was targeted by travellers recently. 

Approximately 14 caravans were en¬ 
camped on Delves Green on the after¬ 
noon of October 6, prompting Walsall 
Council to work with West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and Sandwell council to enforce the 
injunction and use its powers to remove 
the travellers. 

At around 1.30pm the following day, 
bailiffs enforced the order resulting in 
the travellers leaving the site. Three of 
the caravans then moved on to Manor 
Farm, Floyds Lane, Rushall in order to 
set up an unauthorised encampment. 

They were moved swiftly from that 
site and told that the council would 
enforce the injunction order across the 
borough as well as use its common law 
powers to move the travellers off its 
land. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, leader of 
Walsall Council, said: “Walsall council is 
proud that by working on a multi-agency 
basis they have achieved this success.” 

Diversity survey 
for health service

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Protection 
order move 
will target 
centre yobs 

STREET drinking and anti-social 
behaviour in Walsall town centre has 
forced police officers to try and intro¬ 
duce a public space protection order 
to cover the area. 

At present, there is only one simi¬ 
lar order in force, which gives police 
powers to criminalise behaviour that 
is not normally criminal in a particu¬ 
lar area, across the borough. 

The first was brought into force 
across the Beechdale estate back in 
May as community leaders claimed 
they needed to ‘look at something that 
hasn’t been done before to tackle an¬ 
ti-social behaviour in the area. 

Now, neighbourhood officers from 
the St Matthews police team hope to 
have the order in place by the end of 
the year to cover Walsall town centre. 

They claim street drinking near the 
bus station is a major problem which 
has prompted the move. Sgt Julie 
Whiting said: “Street drinking and 
anti-social behaviour have increased 
concern within the town centre in the 
location of Bradford Place close to the 
bus station in Walsall town centre. 

“St Matthews neighbourhood team 
has worked hard to reduce the drink 
related anti-social behaviour that was 
prevalent on the Bridge area by tar¬ 
geting repeat offenders and taking ro¬ 
bust action on drink-related incidents. 

“This has now displaced some of the 
issues onto the other side of the town 
centre close to Bradford Place bus sta¬ 
tion. The bus station appears to be an 
attraction for social gatherings and 
drink related issues; this causes con¬ 
cern for the local community.” 


Sheds' apology 
by firm bosses 

BOSSES at a development company 
accused of ‘destroying’ a woman’s 
garden sheds and greenhouse have 
said they are continuing to work with 
her to resolve the issue and have apol¬ 
ogised for the incident. 

Sue Horobin, aged 62, of 
Leighswood Road, Aldridge, heard a 
‘great bang’ when builders for McCar¬ 
thy & Stone knocked down a wall next 
to her home. She went into her garden 
to see the two sheds and a greenhouse 
belonging to herself and husband, 
Kevin, had been broken. 

Tim Lightfoot, construction direc¬ 
tor at McCarthy and Stone West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “Regrettably during this 
operation our demolition contractor 
damaged two sheds on the land adja¬ 
cent to ours. We apologised at the time 
of the incident, and immediately made 
all structures watertight, and offered 
to store the homeowner’s goods in a 
secure container and have since pre¬ 
pared a new shed base for the replace¬ 
ment shed we will be providing. 

“Of the two sheds delivered only 
one was accepted by the homeowner. 

“We have since supplied two alter¬ 
native replacement sheds. However, 
during this shed’s erection, we were 
instructed to stop and are awaiting 
the homeowner’s approval.” 


Improvements made at GP practice 



New Invention Medical Practice 


HEALTH inspectors have returned to 
a Willenhall GP practice after it was 
branded unsafe last year following is¬ 
sues around infection control. 

In December, safety was rated in¬ 
adequate at New Invention Medical 
Centre, which caters for 6,300 pa¬ 
tients. New management has since 
taken over and health watchdogs have 
now published their findings follow¬ 
ing a return visit in June. They noted 
improvements had been made. 

The Care Quality Commission’s 
(CQC) latest report said: “The pro¬ 
vider in place at the time of this 


latest inspection had recently taken 
over the contract for the practice on 
1 April 2016 and had commenced im¬ 
provements to the site. 

“A new practice manager had been 
recruited to provide managerial sup¬ 
port, support staff and provide advice 
about the day-to-day operations of the 
practice. The evidence at this inspec¬ 
tion demonstrated that the provider 
had taken action to comply with the 
warning notice.” 

The inspectors added: “Issues re¬ 
lating to carpets and sinks, identified 
in the infection control audit of May 


2015, had been addressed in line with 
national infection control guidance. 

“Seating in the waiting area was 
still in need of repair, but this had 
been organised and we saw evidence 
to confirm this. 

“The practice employed a cleaning 
company to carry out daily cleaning of 
the practice and records were in place 
which demonstrated that a schedule 
of regular cleaning took place.” 

It was noted that further actions 
had been identified to improve facili¬ 
ties for disabled people while staff had 
completed specific training. 


Tram train call hope 
to boost businesses 


CALLS have been made to intro¬ 
duce a tram train service connect¬ 
ing Willenhall to Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton - after it was claimed 
that the move would be a business 
boost for the town. 

Councillor Ian Shires, who represents 
Willenhall North, says his Liberal Demo¬ 
crat team are pressing the newly-formed 
West Midlands Combined Authority to 
build a station in the town. 

It follows last year’s announcement that the 
long mooted ‘5 W’s’ metro link, connecting 
the town to the rest of the Black Country, was 
‘dead’. Councillor Shires said: “A move to tram 
trains on the line through Willenhall would re¬ 
duce costs and add more flexibility. 

“The tram train concept would improve con¬ 
nectivity making Willenhall an attractive place 
for business to invest and people to come to live 
whilst at the same time providing new job op¬ 
portunities for Willenhall workers. 

“It isn’t easy to get around the area at the 
minute and this could really help that, which 
then leads on to better job prospects for those 
living in the town. 

Electrification 

“Improving the area’s infrastructure is also 
positive way of helping regenerate the area. 

“Tram trains would add to the work already 
being done on the electrification of the heavy 
rail network north of Walsall which in itself 
has opened up the very real possibility of links 
to London and the North. 

“Add this to the injection of cash to improve 
Junction 10 of the M6 where work is due to 
start by 2018 prospect for our area are looking 
positive.” 

Councillor Shires also claimed that a feasa- 
bility study is currently being carried out by 
Centro in relation to the idea, saying that it is 
his belief that the tram trains, which are much 
lighter than regular trains, makes it a lot easier 
to implement when compared with calls that 
have been made in the past for a train station 
to be built in the town. 

He pointed to the success of the system in 
Germany and current trials in Sheffield as key 
indicators that the plan could work. 

He said: “The concept has been used success¬ 
fully in Karlsruhe, Germany since 2004 allow¬ 
ing for a seamless transition from an inner-city 
tram-trip to a regional train journey.”

Health boss in M6 Toll lorries cal 


A COUNCIL health boss has called 
for high polluting diesel lorries to be 
diverted onto the M6 Toll to reduce 
pollution on the M6. 

Labour Councillor Ian Robertson 
raised the concerns as a section of 
the busy motorway runs through 
Walsall, with research suggesting 
that diesel pollution could lead to 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

He wrote to the Express & Star in 


the wake of Chris Grayling’s com¬ 
ments about West Midlands councils 
buying the M6 Toll after it was put 
up for sale. 

Councillor Robertson, of Blake- 
nall ward, dismissed the claims, say¬ 
ing councils across the region could 
not afford to buy the controversial 
motorway because they have been 
‘starved of funds by the Tory Central 
Government’. But he added that now 


the M6 Toll has been brought back 
into the headlines the option of re¬ 
ducing pollution should be discussed. 

His letter read: “If it was possible 
to divert some of the high polluting 
diesel lorries to travel on the toll road 
, this could reduce pollution on the 
M6 which goes through a very highly 
populated area. 

“Research shows that the high 
level of contamination with diesel 


particles formed by the oxides of 
nitrogen from the exhaust fumes 
collects in our brains and there is 
the suggestion, needing further re¬ 
search, that these particles could 
trigger the plaque formation formed 
in ALzheimers’s disease.” 

The new transport secretary Chris 
Grayling said he was not ‘philosoph¬ 
ically opposed’ to the idea of the toll 
road becoming nationalised. 


£5,000 paid out by 

chiefs over potholes

WALSALL Council paid out 
nearly £5,000 in just one 
year as a result of pothole 
damage to vehicles. 

The authority received 61 
claims in 2015-16 and was 
forced to shell out £4,891 in 
compensation. 

It was ranked 85th of 152 coun¬ 
cils across the country, according to 
figures released by the RAC Foun¬ 
dation. The council’s 2015-16 com¬ 
pensation payout was less than half 
the figure of £10,000 in the previous 
year. 

Wolverhampton received 67 
claims and paid out £7,066; Sandwell 
107 claims, paying out £10,862; and 
Dudley 66 claims with a total paid 
out of £3,170. 

Meanwhile Staffordshire County 
Council was ranked the seventh 
worst council across the country and 
was forced to shell out £34,628 after 
receiving 817 claims. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Lee 
Jeavons said: “Local councils are 
facing diminishing resources but 
despite that we believe we manage 
our roads effectively. 

Investing 

“Last week the council’s 
Highways department became 
award-winning after picking up the 
Highways Maintenance Efficiency 
Award from Highways Magazine.” 

The Government says it is in¬ 
vesting more than ever to tackle 
the state of our roads - creating the 
first ever pothole fund. This year 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
will get £1.5m to fill potholes. 

However, this was described as a 
‘drop in the ocean’ by council bosses 
when the deal was announced back 
in May. Steve Gooding, director of 
the RAC Foundation, said: “These 
figures are symptomatic of the in¬ 
adequate funding available for local 
road maintenance. 

“Year in, year out, the backlog 
of work on local roads is estimated 
to run to several billion pounds. A 
pitted road surface isn’t just a prob¬ 
lem for motorists - for those on two 
wheels it can be life-threatening.”

Councillor Kath Phillips was joined by her husband 
and consort Maurice as they walked round Aldridge 
shopping centre with members of the Aldridge and Dis¬ 
trict Lions Club as part of the Lions world sight day. 

They were supported by the club’s president Diane 
Price and membership chairman Mike Barker. 

Mr Barker, aged 75, explained: “We have done lots 
in the past to support world sight day but despite other 
Lions clubs across the country doing this we had not, so 
we invited the mayor and her consort to try it out and 
were delighted when they accepted. 

“They walked round the shopping centre without the 
blindfold and then we put the mask on. I got to take 
them both for a coffee afterwards and the mayor spoke 


about how she found it a ‘sober experience’ and com¬ 
pared it to being in a dark cave. 

“She also said it had never occurred to her how her 
and her husband would get on if they both lost their 
sight. 

“Her consort said he had concentrated really hard 
during the walk without the mask but then as soon as it 
was pulled down he completely lost his concentration.” 

The lions, which is an international organisation and 
has clubs all over the world, dedicated itself to helping 
the blind after blind and deaf member Helen Keller gave 
a speech in April 1925 calling on members to be ‘knights 
of the blind in the crusade against darkness’.

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Judge gives 
offender a 
last chance 
warning 

A DRUG supplier was caught 
red-handed by police working on the 
£14,000 cannabis farm he was culti¬ 
vating in his house. Scott McLuckie, 
aged 36, was found by officers after 
the pungent smell led them to investi¬ 
gate on January 31, 2015. They found 
McLuckie tending to the 21 plants. 
There was also lighting equipment 
and a ventilation system in place. 

He was warned by Judge Marcus 
Tregilgas-Davey he is now on his final 
warning after being nabbed for a third 
drug-related offence in three years. 

“I bear in mind your guilty plea and 
the fact you submitted it at the earli¬ 
est opportunity,” he said. “It is clear 
that your offending is largely in part 
due to your own drug addiction. 

“If you don’t seek help now, your 
life is going to be very difficult. I will 
give you one final chance.” 

McLuckie, of Walsall Road, Willen- 
hall, pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
produce a Class B drug. He was given 
an eight-month sentence, suspended 
for two years, a six-month drug reha¬ 
bilitation requirement and a 30-day 
activity requirement. 

Prosecutor Andrew Wilkins told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “He 
pleaded guilty on May 7, 2015. It has 
taken this long for him to be sen¬ 
tenced because others were impli¬ 
cated in a case that went to trial. 

“He has served a prison sentence 
for a similar matter.” 

Defending, Mr Richard Davenport 
said: “He is someone with a fairly 
chequered history.”

Vow to clamp down on street drinking

POLICE are looking to introduce a 
public space protection order to curb 
street drinking and anti-social behav¬ 
iour in Walsall. 

At present, there is only one simi¬ 
lar order in force across the borough. 
It was introduced to the Beechdale 
estate in May and gives police the 
power to criminalise behaviour that 
is not normally criminal in a particu¬ 
lar area. 

Neighbourhood officers from the St 
Matthews police team hope to have 
the order in place by the end of the 
year to cover Walsall town centre. 


They claim the move has been 
prompted by street drinking near the 
bus stops in Bradford Place becoming 
a major problem. 

Sergeant Julie Whiting said: 
“Street drinking and anti-social 
behaviour have increased concern 
within the town centre in the location 
of Bradford Place.” 

She added the terminus appeared 
to be an attraction for social gather¬ 
ings and drink related issues, causing 
concern for the local community and 
local businesses. 

“There is currently a borough wide 


designated public place order which 
prohibits the consumption of alcohol 
within that area,” she said. 

“Officers from St Matthews neigh¬ 
bourhood team proactively target 
those street drinkers who repeatedly 
commit offences using drunk and dis¬ 
orderly powers or issuing Community 
Protection Warnings against them.” 

St Matthews ward councillor Aftab 
Nawaz said: “We have had lots of is¬ 
sues over the past few months, mainly 
with street drinkers and I am glad to 
see the police are taking action.” 


Police make pledge to 
tackle town prostitution 


POLICE have pledged to tackle 
prostitution in Walsall after dishing 
out 25 warnings to street work¬ 
ers and kerb crawlers in just one 
month. 

Neighbourhood officers from St Mat¬ 
thews carried out the patrols on Wednes- 
bury Road throughout September, hand¬ 
ing out 15 first warnings and five second 
warnings to sex workers, while issuing 
five men with kerb crawling notices. 

One man was arrested for driving whilst dis¬ 
qualified. 

Officers have pledged to continue cracking 
down on prostitution in the area, which has 
been identified as a ‘vice area’. 

Sergeant Julie Whiting, of the St Matthews 
neighbourhood team, said: “Prostitution con¬ 
tinues to be one of our priorities on the St Mat¬ 
thews neighbourhood. 

“We understand that this activity has a very 
negative impact on the community and local 
area. 

“It is our aim to make this area a ‘No Go’ 
area for sex workers to loiter by targeting 
them and challenging those found committing 
offences of kerb crawling. 

“Any persons found committing offences of 
kerb crawling or loitering for the purpose of 
prostitution will be dealt with robustly. 

Diversion 

“Identified street sex workers will be subject 
to interventions including warnings, cautions, 
arrest, charge and diversion. 

“Persons found soliciting can be arrested, 
upon charge they will appear at court and po¬ 
tentially receive a disqualification from driv¬ 
ing.” 

The clampdown follows increasing com¬ 
plaints in August from residents in Caldmore, 
who reported discarded sexual protection and 
associated drug paraphernalia littering the 
area to police. 

Wednesbury Road and others leading off it 
were identified as ‘hot spots’. 

St Matthews ward Councillor Aftab Nawaz 
said: ”1 do share the residents’ concerns. 

““We need to look at the root cause and en¬ 
courage these women to change their lives,” he 
added. 

“If we can get them to do something positive 
with there lives, rather than simply moving the 
problem on, then we will have achieved some¬ 
thing.” 



Joint venture saves grocery business)

A LONG-standing Walsall green¬ 
grocers which was on verge of 
closing after four decades has 
been saved by a move to downsize 
and rent out half of their property 
to butchers. 

Nigel Povey celebrated his 40th 
anniversary of trading in the town 
earlier this year but spiralling 
overheads and the aftermath of 
the recession meant he and wife 
Glenys were facing the prospect of 
closing their shop at Butlers Pre¬ 


cinct at the end of last month. He 
said: “We couldn’t cope with the 
overheads. We started the staff 
consultation and if we had not 
found a resolution we would have 
closed at the end of September.” 

Nigel Povey & Sons had three 
greengrocers in the townat one 
time, including shops at Leicester 
Street and the Victorian Arcade. 

The arrival of Safeways in the 
early 90s brought about tight re¬ 
strictions on parking which hurt 


passing trade to the Leicester 
Street outlet. It closed in 1993. 

“That was the start of the rot,” 
said Mr Povey who moved to close 
the unit in the Victorian Arcade 
in 2000. An increase in trade at 
Butlers Precinct saw it expand 
into an empty unit next door. But 
business has since dwindled. 

The situation was made worse 
by the closure of Butlers Passage 
- a key route to the business - for 
10 months for a makeover.

Tax claims 
on health 
company 
sicken me 

THE chances are that when you visit your 
GP, you do not give too much thought 
to the nationality of the company which 
runs the practice, still less its tax affairs. 
As long as the doctor makes you better, 
the admin side is not your concern. 

Even so, it must surely come as a bit 
of a surprise to the thousands of Black 
Country patients who this week discov¬ 
ered thanks to some excellent investi¬ 
gative reporting from the BBC’s health 
correspondent Michele Paduano that 
Mailing Health, which runs surgeries in 
Dudley, Sandwell and Wolverhampton, is 
owned by a parent company in the Ba¬ 
hamas. 

Even more controversial is the reve¬ 
lation that the NHS contractor has been 
using taxpayers’ money to pay 20 per 
cent interest on a loan from the said par¬ 
ent company in the sun-kissed tax haven. 
As a general rule, I think people are too 
keen to get on their high-horse about tax 
avoidance. Most of us pay as little tax as 
possible, given the chance. It is why we 
take out Isas and ask our financial advi¬ 
sors about ‘tax efficient’ investments. 

However, at a time when we are con¬ 
stantly told how NHS resources are under 
pressure, can it really be right that doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries are sending NHS money 
abroad? If they really need to borrow 
money, which I suspect they don’t, their 
high-street bank will loan it at a fifth of 
that rate. GP services are supposed to be 
about caring for patients, not playing city 
whizzkids.

Given that Marmite is made from a 
yeast by-product of breweries in Staf¬ 
fordshire, it is hard to see how currency 
fluctuations had much of an impact. The 
words ‘opportunistic’ and ‘profiteering’ 
spring to mind. 

The big supermarkets often get a bad 
press. But Tesco deserves praise for 
standing up for the consumer.

It’s a change of art 
as group hits 100 

Exhibition is back by popular demand and for 
the first time with a theme - metamorphosis, 
as reporter CARL JACKSON explains 


DOZENS of artworks have gone on display in Wolver¬ 
hampton including an exhibition dedicated to change. 

Wolverhampton Society of Artists has held one show once 
every 12 months throughout its 100 years but it is returning to 
the art gallery on Lichfield Street for the second time in 2016 by 
popular demand, such was the success of the first display 

Seventy pieces are on show and will be available to view until Novem¬ 
ber 13. 

As well as the usual array of different works from members, the group 
has taken the opportunity to hold its first themed exhibition which is 
inspired by metamorphosis - the process of dramatic change or trans¬ 
formation. 

The idea was the brainchild of the society’s resident professional snap¬ 
per Chris Manley. 

Digital 

Society member Carol Widenbar said: “We have one section on meta¬ 
morphosis alongside the usual collection of works from members. It is a 
new idea this year to have a theme. 

“There are one or two digital artworks for the first time. Although we 
are an old and established society we are trying to get ourselves into the 
21st century. 

“So our professional photographer Chris had the idea that because this 
was the first time we were embracing the digital form and the first time 
we were having a theme, that it should be around the reflection of change 
which or course is metamorphosis. The digital artworks are all original 
which have involved a computer in some way. We have not accepted pho¬ 
tographs as that exists as another form.” 

The works were all submitted anonymously. Among those to look out 
for includes Ms Widenber’s ceramic rhinoceros which she said was an 
‘experiment that turned out to be quite cute’. 

Another work sure to catch the eye is Sarah Stokes’ Through the Look¬ 
ing Glass which uses oil on glass to depict an eye. Visitors should also look 
out for Julia Timmins’ Guineafowl wood carving.

My memories of footballing 
wizard Duncan Edwards 


SIR Bobby Charlton unveiled a tribute to 
Duncan Edwards. Duncan was an outstand¬ 
ing footballer from an early age. 

In the 1950s I attended a trial for selec¬ 
tion into the Worcestershire schoolboys’ 
side and the trial was a complete farce. 

Firstly, the organiser was not in control. 

Secondly, Duncan was on the pitch 
throughout and he ran rings round both 
teams at the same time.

Nobody could get near him to 
get in a tackle and he ignored the organis¬ 
er’s constant shouts to pass the ball. 

When he did decide to give the ball away 
he immediately recaptured it. 

The whistle would be blown from time to 
time to enable a rotation of players and the 


organiser would shout to Duncan for the 
ball. He never got it. 

Duncan would stand on the spot, keeping 
the ball in the air with feet, knees and head 
or run round in circles with the ball at his 
feet. 

We stood and watched in amazement. My 
own time on the pitch was short. As I kicked 
the ball with my ‘wrong’ foot, Duncan put 
his foot in front of the ball. 

My left big toe has never quite returned 
to its original angle and caused me years of 
pain. The trial was certainly a farce and my 
own hopes were dashed swiftly and pain¬ 
fully. 

The highlight of the day was watching 
Duncan and being ‘maimed’ in the process!

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NHS trust overpaid 
workers by £345,000

Overpayments - Walsall Manor Hospital 


WALSALL Healthcare NHS 
Trust has spent more than 
£340,000 in five years over¬ 
paying staff, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

A total of £345,897 has been 
paid out by the trust, which runs 
the Manor Hospital, between 
2011 and this year. 

In this period there have been 354 
incidents of staff being overpaid, with 
an overpayment of more than £14,000 
being made each year for the last three 
years to a nurse. 

The largest overpayment for 2015/16 
was £14,498 to a nurse, compared to 
£14,950 the previous year, £14,690 in 
2013/14, £11,579 to a clinical support 
worker in 2012/13 and £5,168 to a doc¬ 
tor in 2011/12. 

Last financial year the trust had 81 
cases of overpaying staff, this is the 
second highest in the last five years, 
with 117 in 2014/15, 75 in 2013/14, 51 
in 2012/13 and 30 in 2011/12. 

Recouped 

Overall the trust overpaid £70,031 
this financial year, £79,175 last year, 
£83,419 in 2013/14, £80,619 in 2012/13 
and £32,651 in 2011/12. 

So far the Trust has recouped some 
£281,000 of the £345,000 it has over¬ 
paid. 

In 2015/16 it recouped £80,674, this 
was down slightly on the £81,468 it 
recouped the year before but was mas¬ 
sively up on the £45,945 recouped in 
2013/14, the £48,456 from 2012/13 and 
the £24,695 from 2011/12. 

On top of the £64,000 or so the 
Trust is still chasing in overpayments 
to staff, it is also still trying to recoup 
some £50,000 in medical costs when 
an overseas mother gave birth at the 
Manor. 

The baby was born prematurely 
and required a substantial amount 


of time in intensive/high dependency 
care, leading to a medical bill of some 
£50,229. 

Not a penny of that money has been 
repaid, although the Trust told the 
Express & Star last month when the 
story was revealed that they are find¬ 
ing ways to recoup the money. 


A spokesman said: “In this situation 
we follow a policy to ensure that we 
are repaid for the care we provide to 
overseas visitors. In this case, we have 
not yet been paid but are currently 
pursuing it in line with our policies. 
The overseas visitor was on holiday in 
the UK.”

A FUNDRAISING cam¬ 
paign to help a man who 
had his wheelchair stolen 
and then wrecked, has 
reached its target within 
hours of being set up. 

Rachel Locket, from Wal¬ 
sall, set up a Go Fund Me 
page after a friend’s broth- 
er-in-law had his wheelchair 
stolen and damaged near to 
his home in Brownhills. 

The page looked to raise 
£700 to replace the wheel¬ 
chair, and just hours later 
some £715 had been raised. 
This total included whop¬ 
ping donations of £245 and

The charity worker said:

The victim’s sis¬ 
ter-in-law, known only as 
Jane to protect his identity, 
added: “It is overwhelming 
the support we have re¬ 
ceived, it restores your faith 
in humanity.” 

Any extra money raised 
past the £700 for the wheel¬ 
chair will go towards buying 
a protective lock to stop it 
from being stolen again. 
A police spokesman said:

A BLACK Country moth¬ 
er claims she captured 
a ghost on camera at a 
West Midlands tourist 
attraction. 

Ella Reeve, aged 30, snapped 
the ethereal figure during a visit 
to the Birmingham Back to Backs 
museum - a 19th-century court¬ 
yard of working people’s houses 
run by the National Trust.

Miss Reeve said the historic museum 
gave her a ‘weird feeling’ - but she had 
no idea she’d captured a spooky spec¬ 
tre on camera until she got home and 
looked through her pictures. 

Devastated 


She said she is adamant there 
was no-one else in the room and is 
convinced she managed to capture a 
ghost on camera. 

“My grandad died two years ago, 
when he was 93, and I was absolutely 
devastated - we were so close,” she 
said. 

“I’d heard about the museum and 
knew he grew up in houses like that, 
so I wanted to visit to get that nostal¬ 
gic feeling and feel a bit closer to him. 

“When we went in I got a bit of a 
weird feeling and it was all a bit eerie - 
but it seemed fine when we were walk¬ 
ing around. 

“When we went into one room, I was 
left in there on my own as everyone 
else carried on upstairs and I decided 
to get a quick picture before joining 
them. 

“When I was in there I got a really 
funny feeling - it went ice cold, and

I was all tingly and the hairs on the 
back of my neck stood up. 

“But I didn’t think too much of it, 
and carried on around the museum. 

“When I got home and was scrolling 
through my pictures, I saw on one of 
them there was a white mist - but I 
thought maybe it was just the flash of 
my camera. 

“But when I looked at the one from 
the bedroom, I could see a shadow - 
even though nobody had been in the 
room with me. 


“I knew it wasn’t mine - the outline 
didn’t fit with my shape, and it looked 
like a man’s shadow. 

“As I looked closer, I saw there was 
no shadow on the bed, just the wall - 
if someone had been in there with me 
the shadow would’ve fallen on the bed 
as well. 

“It was very weird, and it sent shiv¬ 
ers down my spine. 

“It is quite comforting to think it 
might be someone I know though - I 
don’t think it was a bad presence.”

Driver damaged officers' 
car after stingers used 


A POLICE car was damaged and 
tyre stingers were used before a 
car chase came to an end, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

Appearing via video link from HMP 
Birmingham, 28-year-old Craig Ed¬ 
wards pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving on July 10. 

Prosecutor Mr Geoffrey Dann described 
how the defendant was pursued by police 
up the M6 northbound, along the Black 
Country Route and Bentley Mill Way. 

Despite one tyre on the Vauxhall Vectra 
being flat after police’s deployment of sting¬ 
ers, and an attempt to block Edwards and 
his passengers in on the Bentley bridge, he 
continued his getaway by swerving past 
and damaging a police car. 

Edwards had already been serving an 
eight-month and 85-day sentence for pre¬ 
vious offences, and Judge Amjad Nawaz 
sentenced him to 10 months imprisonment 
to be served concurrently. 

Giving details of the offences, Mr Dann 
said: “At 3am on Sunday, July 10, police 
officers were on duty in a marked police car 
on the M6. They had received reports of a 
Vauxhall Vectra car that had made off from 
officers in the Willenhall area, and had de¬ 
tails from ANPR [automatic number plate 
recognition]. 

“The car appeared to stop as it ap¬ 
proached junction 10 of the M6, and pulled 
into the near lane.” 

However Mr Dann described how the 
driver then appeared to change his mind. 
“It then pulled back onto the road and 
drove off. A police stinger device was de¬ 
ployed, but it continued and exited onto the 
Black Country Route.” 

Representing Edwards, Miss Jodie Smith 
said that her client had ‘panicked’: “He has 
suffered considerably from mental health 
problems. For many years he had undiag¬ 
nosed schizophrenia. Thankfully it was in 
the early hours so it would have been rela¬ 
tively quiet on the roads.” 

In addition to his prison sentence, Ed¬ 
wards has been disqualified from driving 
for a total of 35 months. He also pleaded 
guilty to driving otherwise in accordance 
with a licence and with no insurance, for 
which his licence was endorsed. 


Police name suspects

TWO men suspected of posing as 
council staff to trick their way into 
a pensioner’s home before stealing 
from inside have been named by 
police. 

Crooks targeted a 79-year-old 
woman at her Bilston home claim¬ 
ing they had been sent to carry out 
building work. 

The victim invited two men in¬ 
side and later discovered that two 
handbags had been swiped from a 
sofa. Hundreds of pounds were sto¬ 
len. 

Police have now named 20-year- 
old Johnny Connors and 22-year-old 
Phillip Purcell as people they would 
like to speak to over the burglary. 

Both of are of no fixed address 
and have links to the travelling 
community. 

Purcell is believed to have had his 
hair closely cropped since the dis¬ 


traction burglary at around 5.30pm 
on August 25. 

Detective Constable Paul Jones 
from Wolverhampton Police CID’s 
Investigation Team, said: “Connors 
and Purcell have been identified as 
suspects. We believe they’ve conned 
a vulnerable pensioner. 

“They do not deserve any protec¬ 
tion and I would urge anyone who 
has information on their wherea¬ 
bouts to get in touch. 

“Distraction offences of this type 
are truly appalling, an elderly lady, 
one who struggles to get around, 
has been deliberately targeted and 
we’re determined to get justice for 
her.”

Centre offers help to 10,000 


BRAZEN fly-tippers have 
struck again in Walsall after 
fridge freezers were dumped 
along a quiet country lane. 

Walsall Council’s Clean and 
Green staff cleared up to nine 
freezers and other rubbish after 
it was chucked along Bodens Lane 
near Barr Beacon on Thursday. 

Richard Clarke came across the 
dumped rubbish as he drove along the 
lane during the afternoon. 

He said the fly-tipping problem 
along there has been ongoing for about 
two years. 

Mr Clarke, aged 45, said: “Apart 
from rush hour there is never much 
traffic along there so it’s an ideal spot 
for fly-tippers. You might see small 
fly-tips, a dozen black bags, but about 
once a month you find one of these 
massive tips. 

“The lane was completely blocked 
when someone had dumped building 
rubble across it eight or nine months 
ago. It was dumped on the Saturday 
and the council was there on the Mon¬ 
day.” 

Mr Clarke, from Stone Cross in 
West Bromwich, said he uses the road 
regularly because his daughter’s horse 
is stabled nearby. 

He added: “The only thing I can 
think that would solve the problem 
are covert cameras. But the council 
has been very good with removal.” 

The authority spends about 
£120,000 clearing fly-tipping every 
year and has secured convictions after 
people were caught on £4,000 cameras. 

The Express & Star previously re¬ 
ported 1,000 complaints are sent to 
the council over litter and rubbish 
being dumped in Walsall every year. 

Pheasey Park Farm councillor 
Christopher Towe, whose ward covers 
Bodens Lane, said: “What’s the matter 
with these people? They have got no 
respect for other residents.” 


MORE than 10,000 requests for help 
from a centre for vulnerable adults 
were made in Walsall last year. 

The Glebe Centre, on Wednesbury 
Road, had 10,421 contacts using their 
services last year, which include free 
changes of clothing, shower facilities, 
hot meals and counselling. 

Those who access the service are 
often homeless, suffering with mental 
health issues or drug addiction and 
also includes prostitutes, according to 
a report recently discussed at a Walsall 


South Area Panel meeting, where the 
figures were revealed. 

Councillor Aftab Nawaz, who rep¬ 
resents the St Matthews ward where 
the centre is located, said: “I find these 
figures shocking, it is a true reflection 
of the austerity measures imposed on 
towns like Walsall. It is OK to keep 
making these cuts to local authori¬ 
ties but this is the real, human effect 
they have. We have more than 10,000 
people accessing just one service for 
things like food and clothes.”

Keep calm and carry 
on working in war 


THEY were buzzing hives of 
activity during conflicts and 
now a new exhibition is to 
pay tribute to the role played 
by Black Country factories in 
the war effort. 

The Work in Wartime exhibition 
at Bilston Craft Gallery highlights 
the scale and importance of facto¬ 
ries in Wolverhampton and Bil¬ 
ston during the First and Second 
World Wars. 

The exhibition features dozens of 
archive images from Wolverhampton 
Archives and Local Studies and also 
original items, including Villiers en¬ 
gines, a motorcycle and bicycle used 
by the British Cyclist Corps during the 
First World War and a very rare Sun¬ 
beam military dispatch rider’s motor¬ 
cycle on loan from the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

Also on show are objects, documents 
and photographs from factories includ¬ 
ing Boulton Paul, Guy Motors, Good¬ 
year and Sankey. 


MEMORY LANE 


Report by Jessica Labhart 


Councillor John Reynolds, cabinet 
member for city economy, said: “This 
is a fascinating look at the vital role so 
many factories and workers from the 
city made as part of the war effort.” 

As well as illustrating the range of 
factories involved in supplying Brit¬ 
ish and other armed forces, the dis¬ 
play aims to highlight social changes 
brought about by war - including 
many more women joining the work¬ 
force. 

Modified 

Boulton Paul was an aircraft man¬ 
ufacturer that began in 1914 in Nor¬ 
wich and moved to Wolverhampton. It 
lasted until 1961. The company mainly 
built and modified aircraft for other 
manufacturers but had a few notable 
designs of its own, such as the Defiant. 

Guy Motors was a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-based vehicle manufacturer that 


produced cars, lorries, buses and trol¬ 
leybuses. 

As early as 1923 Guy Motors was 
working on military vehicles, and by 
1928 the company was making a six¬ 
wheeled armoured car for the Indian 
Government. In the late 1930s Guys 
was heavily involved in the production 
of lorries and gun tractors for the Brit¬ 
ish Army. Guy armoured cars were 
considered of such quality that they 
were used for the protection of the 
Royal Family and Winston Churchill. 

The Goodyear Tyre & Rubber Com¬ 
pany arrived in Wolverhampton in 
1927. By the end of 1940 the company 
was Britain’s second largest producer 
of aircraft tyres. 

Joseph Sankey & Sons were a Bil- 
ston-based firm that produced steel 
helmets at their Albert Works in 
World War One, helping to save many 
lives. Sankeys no longer exists in Bil¬ 
ston. The Morrisons superstore now 
stands on part of the old site. 

The free display at the gallery, on 
Mount Pleasant, is open until Novem¬ 
ber 13.

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Bonehead remembers 
being there, even now 


T hey were the biggest 
band on the planet - in 
1996, Oasis had the 
world at their feet. 

They were the acme of rock ’n’ roll. They 
drank champagne, snorted cocaine, hung 
out with supermodels and flicked the finger 
to waiting paparazzi. 

Prime ministers and Hollywood A-lis- 
ters wanted to be their mates. Their two 
Knebworth gigs held 250,000 fans but 
received ticket applications from 2.6 million. 
No band, other than The Beatles during 
the 1960s, had had such a profound effect 
on the nation’s culture and psyche. So 
when Oasis booked Abbey Road Studios 
to record their third album, Be Here Now, 
the stakes could not have been higher. After 
the success of (What’s The Story) Morn¬ 
ing Glory, they had everything to lose and 
nothing to gain. 

At the time of its release, Be Here Now 
was the most popular record of all time. 

It received unanimous and truly amazing 
praise from critics. It shipped 424,000 
copies in the UK on the first day of its 
release and 696,000 by the end of the 
week, making it the fastest-selling album 
in British history. And though history has 
been unkind to the record, re-evaluating 
its artistic merit, it remains a sensationally 
popular record. Lauded as being the most 
effusively praised record since Sgt Pepper’s 
Lonely Hearts Club Band, Be Here Now 
was a unique recording. 

Difficult 

Rhythm guitarist Paul ‘Bonehead’ Arthurs 
recalls: “The sessions were difficult. We’d 
reached the height at that point and we 
couldn’t make a move. Wherever we went, 
there was paparazzi and the whole media 
circus. All eyes were on us.” 

It could have been so different. There 
was a moment, at the start of Be Here Now, 
when Oasis could have exceeded expec¬ 
tation - when they could have justified the 
hype. 

The album is now being remastered and 
reissued in October to commemorate 20 
years since they started to record it. It will 
include the original demos laid down for 
the album, and these are what Bonehead 
remembers fondly. “Noel brought back 
the demos from Mustique,” he reminisces. 
“They were incredible, they weren’t usual 
Noel demos. Normally he’d send them with 
one or two acoustic guitars and a vocal 
and it was great. But he came back from 
Mustique and there were keyboards, bass, 
harmonies - they were fully fledged songs. 

It was really f***ing exciting. 

“And then we were booked into Abbey 
Road, which is iconic. But from there, it 


just went downhill. The papparazi were 
breaking into the studio, looking for drugs, 
looking for a story. I was staying in an 
apartment with Owen, the producer, which 
was next door. We were living and sleeping 
there. But we had to put a disguise on be¬ 
fore going to the shops in the morning.” 

On Definitely Maybe and (What’s The 
Story) Morning Glory, Oasis had been 
able to switch off and focus when it came 
to recording. They were afforded no such 
luxury for Be Here Now. “Our sacred space 
was the studio. 

“No matter how big or small you are, 
you shut the doors and get on with it. But 
the media circus was always in the back of 
our mind. Owen and I were in the apart¬ 
ment next door and it should have been 
incredible. 

“But when I wanted to nip to the pub with 
Owen for a pint I was told I wasn’t allowed. 
We couldn’t do it. We had orders from the 
office. There were paps outside.” 

Scrutiny 

The record was made when the band 
were on the crest of a wave. They had no 
complaints about the fuss and scrutiny that 
surrounded them. They were living out their 
dreams. “It was mind-blowing at the time. It 
all happened so fast,” adds Bonehead. “It’s 
what we lived and breathed and what we 
wanted to do from the start. We wanted it 
more than anyone, we believed more than 
anyone. But poor old Liam would open his 
bedroom curtains and 40 f***ing cameras 
would be snapping away. I think he dealt 
with it admirably. I think he still does.” 

Be Here Now was the definition of 
ambition. While other bands were making 
three-and-a-half-minute Britpop songs, Oa¬ 
sis were recording nine-minute epics like All 
Around The World with 40-piece orchestras. 

“Noel had that song from back at The 
Boardwalk, in Manchester. It could have 
gone on the first album but he said he 
wouldn’t release it until he had a 40-piece 
orchestra. And by the time of Be Here Now, 
we could afford that. Now there’s a man 
with a vision. He knew, even before the first 
album, where he was going. 

Professional 

“You know, the album eventually got 
slagged off. And as the years go by, even 
Noel has slagged it. But I personally love 
it. My Big Mouth, Magic Pie - what great 
tunes.” Drugs were as common as tea, 
though Bonehead tended to steer clear. 

“Yeah, there’s all the drugs. And if Noel 
says he was doing a lot of cocaine then he 
was doing a lot of cocaine. But one thing’s 
for sure, Noel wasn’t snorting 10 minutes 
before he was putting a guitar part down, 
he wasn’t doing it before he went on stage. 
We were too professional for that. I certainly

wasn’t doing cocaine. On a Friday night 
I’d go home to my family while the others 
partied.” 

As a live act, there was no-one better in 
the world. During the mid-to-late-90s Oasis 
were on fire. That meant they never had a 
day off, which led to inevitable problems. 

“There were loads of incidents, Liam 
would be like, ‘f*** this, you can f***ing 
sing, I’m not doing this gig. I’m going to go 
and buy a house’. From day one to Kneb¬ 
worth, it was constant, man. In hindsight, 
maybe we should have taken a break. 

“There should have been time to buy a 
car, have a holiday or buy a house. But we 
didn’t. We kept going and going and going. 
We didn’t complain. But s*** happens on 
tour. 

“Generally you’re big boys and it’s 
forgotten the next morning. I had a good 
relationship with everyone. And I’m closer 
to Liam now than I’ve ever been in my 
life. I always used to say I was the rhythm 
guitarist and tour psychiatrist. If there was a 
little fallout when we were hurling down the 
motorway, I’d be the one pulling Noel and 
Liam apart and telling them to get over it 
and sit down. I always did jump in.” 

Iconic 

Bonehead remembers the colossal 
nature of Knebworth - the iconic gigs that 
recently celebrated their 20th anniversary. 
Flying around the site by helicopter showed 
him the magnitude of the gig. “It was 
massive. It was enormous. Just walking 
on stage and hearing the crowd: I’ll never 
forget that. Then John Squire joining us for 
Champagne Supernova was a total buzz. I 
was a fan-boy on stage when John Squire 
came on. 

“When I first heard the demo for Cham¬ 
pagne Supernova, I cried. I’m a Cancerian, 
so I’m pretty weepy. I’m nearly crying now. 
Noel had the song and he played it. We’d 
had a few beers. It was amazing.” 

It’s been 20 years since the start of Be 
Here Now and Bonehead’s had time to take 
stock. When Oasis were huge, he didn’t 
dwell. Life moved too quickly for him to 
think. The safest place was in the eye of the 
hurricane. 

“We didn’t have a laptop. We couldn’t 
Google ourselves or look on Twitter so we 
couldn’t see what was going on. We didn’t 
even have mobile phones. We were just

hurtling round the world doing it and 
leaving this trail behind us. 

“I didn’t really realise how big it got. It 
really took me two years after leaving the 
band to work it out. I got my head round 
it in 2001/2 - that was when I realised it. 
Before that, it was a rollercoaster, let’s go 
for it.” 

He’s in touch with Liam every day. “I’m 
very close to him. We try to get away and 
have a weekend in Europe or go and 
have a week away.” 

He left when he knew he could no 
longer give it 100 per cent. “We were 
recording Standing on the Shoulders 
of Giants in France,” he said. “It should 
have been the best time ever but it just 
felt a bit flat to me. There wasn’t that 
spark. You couldn’t be in that band and 
not give 100 per cent. Anything less, 
you had to go. I wasn’t going to lie. I sat 
down and said ‘it’s time to go’. I’ve never 
regretted it. I just wanted to spend a bit of 
time with my family.”

The Million Dollar

Million Dollar Quartet - recreating the night when rock icons jammed together

W hen it was announced earlier 
in 2016 that The Great British 
Bake Off was moving to 
Channel 4, for many that was the final 
(cheese) straw. 

In a year when we had to say 
goodbye to British legends Terry 
Wogan, David Bowie, Victoria Wood 
and Alan Rickman, as well as the 
shock Brexit result, the loss of one of 
the best loved shows on BBC One 
was too much to bear. 

After series seven, no longer would 
we get to experience that twinkle in 
Mary Berry’s eye as the whiff of a 
boozy cake wafted under her nose. 

The thought of losing Mel Giedroyc 
and Sue Perkins was also horrific. The 
Light Lunch veterans provided a 
shoulder to cry on when the cookies 
didn’t crumble the way contestants 
had hoped, or souffles collapsed like a 
bouncy castle’s close encounter with a 
stiletto heel. 

Obviously as the Beeb is paid for by 
the license fee, the thought of 
spending a fortune to keep it on an 
advert-free channel proved richer than 
a fruit sponge for the powers-that-be. 


So, like former Beeb favourites 
Morecambe and Wise and The Voice 
UK, it will head for the land of ad 
breaks. 

Though many might disagree, this 
has been one of the best years so far 
for invention, daring and downright 
nail-biting entertainment. 

Who could forget Candice Brown’s 
edible pub, or dazzling marzipan 
peacock? 

Certainly not the millions of fans 
who were marvelling over her 
creativity while wondering where she 
got her inspiring ranges of lipstick. 

Then there’s Selasi Gbormittah, the 
Londoner who was the epitome of 
calm under pressure. His culinary 
creations also took the breath away. 

And who didn’t marvel at the work 
of Andrew Smyth, the Eddie 
Redmayne lookalike whose bakes 
were often Oscar worthy - if there was 
an award for most mouthwatering 
creations? 

There were so many other 
contestants in this series who 
measured, whisked, stirred and 
kneaded while making silent prayers 


by their respective ovens that the 
silver fox would give his approval. 

Yes, Paul Hollywood, the only 
GBBO veteran preparing to make the 
leap to Channel 4, has long been the 
hardest to please in this contest. 
Though Ms Berry summations have 
seemed spot on, Liverpool’s most 
fearsome baking expert has never 
suffered fools gladly. 

So whoever wins this edition, those 
final trials will be anything but a piece 
of cake. 

But before the victor is announced 
around 8.55pm, spare a thought for all 
those incredible contestants who have 
won our hearts over the past six 
years. 

Edd Kimber, Joanne Wheatley, John 
Whaite, Frances Quinn, Nancy 
Birtwhistle and Nadiya Hussain may 
have all clinched victory, but also rans 
such as Ruby Tandoh and occasional 
5 Live contributor Flora Shedden often 
proved to be just as entertaining. 

With talk of a new BBC baking show 
featuring Mel and Sue, let’s hope that 
whatever happens for the splintered 
GBBO team, things don’t end here.

Lots Tor write home about 
after stay in Darwin Forest

FOR the perfect get-away-from-it- 
all holiday, in the heart of one of the 
most beautiful parts of the country, 
look no further than Darwin Forest 
Country Park near Matlock. 

Bringing nature to the fore, luxurious 
facilities and backed by an enviable eco¬ 
logical ethos, this beautiful 44-acre park of 
pine lodges - set among some of the most 
spectacular landscapes in Britain - is ideal 
for both families and couples, looking for a 
break to remember. 

Just stepping out of the car on arrival, imme¬ 
diately the freshness in the air took my breath 
away as I gazed upon rabbits scuttling around 
in the undergrowth. Then into the lodge itself, 
one of 100 sparingly dotted around the park, 
with enough space between to offer a real feeling 
of comfortable isolation - unlike some holiday 
parks where you can see what your neighbours 
are eating for breakfast. 

Membership 

Beautifully kitted out with all the mod-cons 
you will ever need, the lodges provide five-star 
self-catering luxury with a surprising amount of 
space, and if you are so inclined, a hot-tub all 
to yourself. Darwin Forest is a perfect base for 
touring and my wife and I had already taken ad¬ 
vantage of our National Trust membership and 
visited Hardwick Hall before our arrival. 

The highlights? An amazing walk, a huge pot 
of tea, and a stumpery in the lovely gardens - 
yes, a Victorian idea of building a unique wil¬ 
derness around tree trunks with their gnarled 
shapes, Alan Titchmarsh would be proud. 

We opted for a couple of walks during our stay, 
which at some points became scrambles, with a 
fair few hundred feet either side of us, but stun¬ 
ning nevertheless - Mam Tor at Castleton and 
the thrilling Chrome Hill, near Hollinsclough. 


It was particularly surreal to come across 
what was described as ‘the broken road’ near 
Mam Tor - basically a landslide some years ago 
put paid to Castleton having a main road out of 
the village after it collapsed and pedestrians now 
have access to this unique experience of walking 
on something akin to a disaster movie film set. 

We interspersed our exertions with excursions 
to Matlock Bath and the Heights of Abraham - 
a must-see, considering our location; along with 
visits to the charming Chesterfield and Buxton, 
with it’s pretty Pavilion Gardens. 

But the beauty of Darwin Forest is the vast 
spectrum of facilities and activities on offer, so 
that if you’re not in the mood for tootling around 
and just want to spend time among the pines, 
there is plenty to do. 

There are superb leisure facilities available, a 
lovely swimming pool, well-stocked gym as well 
as beauty treatments, with my other half opting 
for the de-stress massage session, and she gave 
that a big thumbs-up, having been trained as a 
masseuse herself. There is plenty to offer for the 
youngsters, with its Little Monkeys play area 


and the Activity Den that has arcade games, 
table tennis, air hockey and pool tables, to keep 
the bigger kids happy. 

Everywhere you look there is a real feeling of 
everything being in its right place, with lovely 
decor for instance in the Foresters bar and res¬ 
taurant, plus the Explorers cafe - perfectly com¬ 
plementing the unique surroundings. Families 
with dogs are welcome too and there are plenty of 
trails for walking and cycling, with bikes also for 
hire. An all-weather tennis court and mini-golf 
course is available for the more sporty types. 

Finally, we did try the Trim Trak - a trail 
including a few physical challenges along the 
way! I thank the lord that there was no CCTV 
to record my attempts at the monkey bars and 
climbing wall, where it took all my gumption, 
despite scaling the heights of the Peak District, 
to come down the other side, sliding down a 10ft 
high wooden bar! 

Still, at least the rabbits had a good laugh...

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Mid-sized SUV is 


a strong contender

Skoda enters the mid-sized SUV segment 
with this Kodiaq, a model with class¬ 
leading passenger space, plenty of 
luxurious touches and the option of seven 
seats. 

It can tow up to 2.5-tonnes and has the 
largest boot in the class too. In other words, 
you’d have to take this contender seriously. 

The mainstream Kodiaq engine range is 
built around two TDI diesel units and a trio of 
TSI petrol powerplants. 

Most will want the 2.0-litre TDI unit, offered 
with either 150 or 190PS, with the pokier 
version able to accelerate this large SUV to 
62mph in 8.6s on the way to 130mph. The 
range of petrol engines consists of two 1.4 TSI 
units, plus a 2.0 TSI powerplant. 

The entry-level 1.4 TSI generates 125PS and 
200Nm of torque, while the pokier 1.4 option 
manages 150PS and 250Nm of pulling power. 

The top-of-the-range 2.0TSI petrol engine 
develops 180PS with a decent 320Nm of 
torque. It’ll be a rare choice though. 

Possibly of more interest than the engines 
on offer will be the freshly-developed 7-speed 
dual-clutch auto gearbox, an option to the 
standard 6-speed manual with some variants. 
An optional ‘Driving Mode Select’ system 
enables the driver to tweak throttle response, 
steering feel and auto gearshift timings, plus 
on 4x4 versions there’s a ‘Snow’ setting that 
optimises things for off road use. 

Front wheel drive is mandatory on the 1.4 
TS1125PS petrol Kodiaq and optional on the 
1.4 TS1150PS or 2.0 TD1150PS derivatives. 
Most will want 4WD though and you have to 
have it on top petrol and diesel units that must 


also be coupled with the auto transmission. 

The Kodiaq’s styling conforms to the way 
you’d expect a big Skoda SUV to look, with 
a clear, precise and clean-cut shape marked 
out by a distinctive, highly recessed shoulder 
line. The wide, three-dimensional radiator 
grille is quite striking and the narrow, raked 
headlights look distinctive in appearance. 
TheKodiaq is one of the biggest VW Group 
models to be spun off the conglomerate’s 
MQB platform. 

It’s around 4.7m in length and the long 
wheelbase and short overhangs point to a 
large interior. 

That’s certainly what you get once you take 


a seat inside. This is a much bigger SUV 
than the brand’s Yeti, which ample room for 
heads, legs and knees. The boot’s huge too, 
large enough in fact to accommodate the 
optional fold-out third seating row that rival 
Volkswagen Tiguan and SEAT Ateca SUVs 
can’t offer. 

If you stick with the five-seat variant, 
there’s a 720-litre cargo area, extendable to 
2,065-litres once you fold the rear bench. 

If the optional folding passenger seat is 
chosen, this SUV can transport items up 
to 2.80m long. An electrically operated 
tailgate is available, and a Kodiaq fitted with 
a drivetrain can tow a trailer weighing up to 


2.5-tonnes. It’s all very practical. Approach 
purchase of a Kodiaq armed with a budget 
in the £28,000 to £35,000 bracket and you’ll 
find you’ve managed your expectations 
about right. That’s about the same kind of 
money you’d need for obvious family SUV 
rivals that offer 7-seat options, cars like Kia’s 
Sorento, Hyundai’s Santa Fe and Mitsubishi’s 
Outlander. 

Equipment levels are quite generous. Even 
entry-level variants get Skoda’s ‘Swing’ 
infotainment system with its 6.5-inch screen. 

It can be supplemented with a smartphone 
Bluetooth connection and the ‘Skoda 
SmartLink’ set-up. ‘SmartLink’ supports 
the use of Apple CarPlay, Android Auto and 


MirrorLink. Plus there’s a ‘Phonebox’ option 
that charges a smartphone inductively using 
the Qi standard and connects to the car aerial 
- both processes occur wirelessly. There’s 
also the opportunity of specifying a ‘Skoda 
Connect’ package that gives you various 
online services, remote access to your car via 
a downloadable app and a ‘Care Connect’ 
system that provides emergency assistance. 

As for safety, well a ‘Front Assist including 
City Emergency Brake’ system is standard, 
using a radar to scan the road ahead for 
potential accident hazards as you drive. 
Adaptive Cruise Control, a ‘Driver Alert’ system 
to combat fatigue and a Traffic Jam Assist’ 
system are all optional.

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Young drivers should receive good road safety advice 


Young drivers admit 
being unsafe in car 

A worrying proportion of young drivers have admitted 
that they are unsafe on the road, with a majority of 
parents agreeing they are at risk. 

In a recent report released by Continental as part of 
its Vision Zero campaign, it was shown that 40 per cent 
of young drivers aged between 17 and 24 considered 
themselves unsafe on the road. 

Of the 1,000 young motorists interviewed, a further 47 
per cent believed they were not being taught enough 
about road safety, while 50 per cent said they would 
not know where to start when it came to performing 
basic safety checks, such as checking their tyres. 

Mark Griffiths, safety expert at Continental Tyres, 
said: “Every day in the UK, around nine people die or 
are seriously injured from a road accident that involves 
a young car driver. 

“It is vital for 17 to 24 year olds to receive adequate 
road safety information as they learn to drive, setting 
them up for a lifetime of safe motoring.” 

The study also saw 1,000 parents of young motorists 
questioned, with more than two thirds agreeing their 
children were at risk when they were behind the wheel. 

Griffiths added: “With Continental’s latest Vision Zero 
research, it is clear that more should be done to teach 
young people about driving safely and the reasons 
why things like tyre tread depth are important. 

“Given our commitment to road safety, we educate 
drivers wherever possible at events across the year, 
like our support for Global NCAP’s #StopTheCrash 
campaign at the London Motor Show.” 

Schools, colleges and universities played a large role 
in teaching 52 per cent of young drivers about road 
safety, according to survey responses. However, only 
20 per cent of parents believed their child’s place of 
learning had taught them about the issue. 


E-Class Estate and GLC 
Coupe range expanded

Three new engines have been added to the E-Class Estate range, 
which now starts at £36,735 for the E 200 d SE. The E 350 d SE is 
priced from £47,255, while the Mercedes-AMG E 43 costs £58,290. 

The existing E 220 d Estate starts from £38,230. 

The 200 d features the latest 2.0-litre diesel engine with an output of 
150 hp and C02 emissions of just 109 g/km. It delivers 65.7 mpg on 
the combined cycle. The 3.0-litre V6 E 350 d produces 258 hp while 
delivering up to 48.7 mpg and emitting 140 g/km of C02. 

The Mercedes-AMG E 43 4MATIC Estate features a bi-turbo 3.0-litre 
V6 petrol engine which generates 401 hp - enabling it to reach 62 mph 
from standstill in 4.7 seconds. All E-Class engines come as standard 
with a 9G-TRONIC automatic transmission (with shorter shift times for 
the E 43). Standard specification on the E-Class Estate mirrors that in the 
E-Class Saloon, but with the addition of standard split-folding rear seats. 

Comand Online with a 12.3-inch screen comes as standard on the E 350 
d, and customers can add to this with the 12.3-inch cockpit display for 
£495. 



For the first time, the E 220 d Saloon is available with 4MATIC four- 
wheel drive- it’s priced from £37,730 (£1,500 over the rear-wheel drive 
220 d). It accelerates from 0 to 62 mph in 7.5 seconds, and has rear- 
biased torque distribution of 45:55. 

All E-Class Estate models are now available with an optional folding 
bench seat in the boot, for £1,250. This provides an extra rear-facing 
two Artico-covered seats - which are specifically designed for use by 
children under 115 cm (3 ft 9 in) in height - and is stored under the load 
compartment floor when not in use. An Easy-Pack load securing kit 
can be specified for an additional £295. This provides rails in the load 
compartment floor with a telescopic bar that means luggage can be 
safely clamped against the rear seats or side wall. 

An AMG carbon fibre package is available on both Mercedes-AMG E 
43 bodystyles for £1,575 - it includes exterior mirror casings and an AMG 
spoiler lip (saloon only) finished in carbon fibre. 

The GLC Coupe is now also available with the V6 3.0-litre diesel, 
producing 258 hp. The GLC 350 d 4MATIC Coupe can sprint from 0 to 62 
mph in 6.2 seconds, emits 161 g/km of C02 and delivers up to 47.1 mpg 
on the combined cycle. It is available from £47,135. The Mercedes-AMG 
GLC 43 4MATIC Coupe can now be ordered from £50,960. Its bi-turbo 
3.0-litre V6 petrol engine produces 367 hp, making for 0-62 mph in 4.9 
seconds and an electronically limited top speed of 155 mph.

Old gold memories as 
Wolves tops charted 


FEW football shirts are as iconic as the 
old gold and black of Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

First donned in 1889, the colours have graced the 
backs of Wolves greats through the good times and 
bad. Now the history of the shirt has been put in 
print by die-hard fan Steve Plant and the book was 
launched in style with a host of past and present play¬ 
ers, club staff and hundreds of fans. 

They Wore The Shirt, a 255-page coffee-table book, 
is the product of the author’s vast personal collection 
and his commitment to documenting the history of 
the club through the shirt. 

Only 1,877 copies have been produced - a nod to 
the year Wolves were formed - and it comprises glossy 
pictures of 113 shirts. 

Plant, aged 55, said: “There are many shirts in 
there that people will never have seen before and per¬ 
haps didn’t even know existed. It is the entire history 
of Wolves done from a different angle.” 

Flannel 

It begins by chronicling the club’s inception and the 
team founded in 1877 by a group of pupils at Blaken- 
hall’s St Luke’s school. Plant writes that knitted or 
worsted jerseys and later gentlemen’s flannel dress 
shirts typically formed a player’s attire at that time. 

Most notably the shirt worn by the early St Luke’s 
side featured blue and white hoops. By 1883 the club 
had switched to red and white vertical stripes - the 
reason still remains a mystery. 

In 1889 gold and black was adopted for the first 
time to match the colours of Wolverhampton’s coat 
of arms created a year earlier. The motto on the coat 
of arms read Out Of Darkness, Cometh Light - with 
black used to symbolise the dark and gold represent¬ 
ing the light. After a brief return to red and white in 
1890, a new Football League order requiring teams to

register official colours forced Wolves back into gold 
and black stripes to avoid a clash with Sunderland. 

The earliest shirt pictured is the 1907-08 home jer¬ 
sey. It is believed to be the oldest Wolves jersey in ex¬ 
istence. It came to Plant via a dusty attic in Canada. 

There is a suggestion that it may have belonged to 
John Brodie, who played a key part in the formation 
of Wolverhampton Wanderers, with his family be¬ 
lieved to have emigrated to Canada. 

Other notable entries include the shirts worn by 
Wolves greats in the hugely successful 1950s. 

Among them are the floodlight friendly fluores¬ 
cent gold shirts made famous by a series of challenge 
matches against top Continental club sides. 

Amon the pictures are the very shirt worn by Hon- 
ved hero Roy Swinbourne who provided the catalyst 
for the famous victory over the Hungarian side in 
1954, shirts from Wolves FA Cup victories and an 
England shirt worn by Billy Wright against Germany. 

A selection of popular Umbro shirts follow from 
between 1970 and 1986 including the 1977-79 home 
jersey, voted the club’s most popular of all time in 
a Twitter poll conducted by Plant. The book then 
enters ‘The Bully Years’ with the iconic sponsors in¬ 


cluding Staw Distribution, Mander Paint & Ink and 
Goodyear. 

Its final section charts the Millennium Years in¬ 
cluding the 2002-03 play-off final shirt worn by 
goalscorer Nathan Blake. 

Plant started collecting Wolves shirts to show his 
father John after he was diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer and given just months to live by doctors. 

He said: “I would take each shirt round to show 
him as I got it and you could see it would put a sparkle 
in his eye. That was when I started buying anything 
and everything Wolves related.” 

Proceeds from the sale of the book will go to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Cancer Unit with the hope of 
raising £20,000. 

Favourites 

Among those attending the launch at the WV1 Bar 
in the Stan Cullis Stand were current skipper Danny 
Batth, team-mates Nouha Dicko and Richard Stear- 
man and old favourites Steve Bull, John Richards, 
Kenny Hibbitt, Phil Parkes, Willie Carr, Steve Daley 
and Colin Brazier. TV presenter Jacqui Oatley and 
former players George Elokobi and Matt Jarvis sent 
messages via a special video. 

Plant said: “The Wolves shirt is the fabric of the 
club and it reminded me why I have given so many 
years, through good times and bad, watching Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers.” 

Current players modelled the shirts for the book 
including Batth who said: “It’s the story behind the 
strips that everyone’s interested in and it’s nice to be 
part of and to be able to show my support.” 

Record goalscorer Steve Bull said: “It’s unbelieva¬ 
ble. I didn’t know what half of those shirts were like.” 

Hibbitt added: “Looking at some of the photo¬ 
graphs in there brings a tear to your eye when you 
see all the boys.”
